The other day, Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin. pre- 


sided over his last Council meetiing—a Council of His Majesty's | 80 
advisors from all over the world—and then quietly stepped out pelt 
ihe picture in favour of Mr. Neville Chamberlain, who will almost 
at once assume the reigns of office. 


The hold which Mr, Baldwin has over the British Em- 
pire’s people is extraordinary. No one can say that he is a great 
orator, yet the power and simplicity of his speech appeals, and he 
has managed to express in the most simple language the ideals of 
a nation perhaps better than it has ever been done before. 

On matters of policy it mostly seems as if the job were 
being bungled, in the final analysis, everything seems to turn out 
right, and only added to the repute of the man, 

Mr. Baldwin will.retire to his farm, his pigs, and the 
rustic life he likes so much, and which he has had so few opportun- 
ities to enjoy in recent troublous years. He and his pipe will be 
missed in the daily news, but he has left behind him a record of 
achievement hard to equal, and ideals of service which will long 
be remembered in the public life of the land which he served so 
well. 


, BIRTHDAY HONORS 


The Coronation Honor List did not contain the names of 
any Canadians, except that of a Privy Counsellorship bestowed at 
the request of the Federal Government on the Minister of Justice, 
who will hereafter be entitled “Rt. Honourable.” 

The Federal Government through the usual channels 
requested His Majesty not to bestow any titles on Canadians. Of 
course the request was acceded to, but notwithstanding that, the 
ethics of making such a request might well be the subject of debate 
from many angles. ' 

The main objection to titles in Canada is, of course, 
to those of hereditary variety, but there is no danger of us ever be- 
coming overburdened with citizens of that class. And we would 
not want it? It is even a question if in England the adult popula- 
tion would favor the creation of such a system again, this being 
said with a due regard to the place which hereditary noblemen fill 
in the life of England. 

There are of course, different outlooks on the matter. 
No one in Canada would be in favor of hereditary tit!es. Some favor 
conlening tithes tor merit, political and otherwise. © Others want 
tv bar the politicians altogether being suspwicus of ggnlemen of 
that ilk. And lastly there are those who say: “No titles at all.” 

Certainly some of the titles*conferred on Canadians in 


recent years can be open to but little objection if merit counts for ; 


anything; on the contrary they were pretty well earned if those be- 
stowed on Sir Lyman P. Duff, Chief Justice of Canada, and Sir Ed- 
ward Beatty, President of the C.P.R. are any criterion, to name but 


two of them.

The chances are that the Liberal administration will be 
returned. As an additional string to his Bow, Mr. Pattulo made a 
trip to Ottawa, where in consultation with the powers that be, it 
Was arranged that the Yukon, heretofore independent, would be 
added to the coast province. 

This may, or may not, prove to be a good vote getter, 
but the interesting thing about it all, is that the good people of the 
Yukon do not appear to have even been consulted about their wish- 
es in the matter.
